tory of American treaty making, Pros, 
Wilson and the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, arranged to meet in 
the Blue room of the White House to- 
day, to talk over the treaty with Ger- 
many and its l.e.-igue'of Nations cov- 
enant. .

• Tlie meeting established a new mile- 
stone In the trend toward publicity 
in treaty consideration. Expert sten- 
ographers hnd been provided to turn 
out (or the public in short relays a 
word-for-word record of all that tran- 
spired. 


It was the first time, also that rep- 


resentatives of the senate, discussing 
foreign affairs, with the other branch 
of the 
treatymaklng 
power, 
could 


question at the same time the head of 
the delegation which negotiated Ihe 
treaty under discussion. The president 
sat in the conference rather as a re- 
sponsible delegate to Versailles .than 
as the head of the national govern- 
ment. 


Although Mr. Wilson himself dis 


cussed tho first draft of the league 
covenant with tho committee at

famous White House dinner of las: 
March, senators said there was no ex- 
act parallel for today's formal ques 
tioning of a chief . executive 
on a 


treaty actually before the committe 
for ratification.

Interpretations 


"It has several times been suggested, 


Inpuhlic debate and in private con- 
ference, that interpretations of 
t!<e 


sense In which the United States ac- 
cepts the engagements of the cove- 
nant should be embodied in the in- 
strument of ratification. There can be 
no reasonable objection to such In- 
terpretations accompanying the act of 
ratlficalion provided they do not form 
a part of the formal ratification itself. 
Most of the Interpretations which have 
been suggested 
to me embody what 


seems to rne the plain meaning of the 
Instrument Itself. 
But if such Inter- 


pretations should constitute a part of 
the formal resolution of ratification 
long delays would be the inevitable 
consequence.

BERLIN, Monday, Aug. IS.—(By the 


Associated Press)—America has won 
the 
deep 
Bratltude of Germany for 


her treatment of prisoners of war and 
her labors for their behalf In Siberia, 
declared Daniel Steucklen, member o: 
the national assembly and imperia 
commissioner for war and civilian prls 
oners, today at a meeting of majority 
socialists protesting against the fur- 


her retention of German prisoners in 
ranee. 
The meeting was the first move by 


th« socialists 
In the plan to bring 


women forward as an influence for the 
return of prisoners. It being felt that 
they can arouse more sympathy than 
men. 
Herr Steucklen blamed France 


for holding of these prisoners and said 
that the 
condition of the men there 


was bad. He said the men were treated 
well In Italy, but thai in Japan they 
were miserable, 
owing to different 


customs, habits and methods of housing 
the prisoners there. He said that 200 
Americans working In Siberia among 
German and Austrian prisoners are 
doing good work. The empire is spend- 
ing seven millions marks per month 
for the maintenance of these prisoners, 
In addition .to which huge sums are 
available from private charity. 


Herr Steucklen condemned the Pan- 


Germane for using the prisoner ques-! 
lion merely as a

against the government, calling them 
a "camarilla afraid of the light."

A general strike on the Eastern 


Massachusetts railway is threatened 
unless further concessions be made 
to meet the demands of the unions 
The mcii nre not satisfied with the 
12 per cent increase awarded bj 
the War Labor Board. 
This wil 


give them 51 cents per hour, bu 
they want 72 cents per hour. Ac- 
cording io statements of sonic of 
the men they might compromise on 
57 cents an 
hour, which would 


double the increase awarded by the 
War Labor Hoard. 


The men of the system are in- 


fluenced in a measure by the fact 
that the Boston Elevated is paying 
llieir men 02 cents an hour. 
While 


it is admitted that they have some 
grounds for dissatisfaction, the fact 
remains that in this state of indus- 
trial unrest, they would make a very 
grave mistake by going out on strike.
